Samuel Johnston, the light comedian, and juvenile tragedian 
of the company, was on this occasion the first to play the part of 
ftob Roy m Scotland. He was subsequently manager of the 
Paisley theatre. Huis son came from that theatre to the Adelphi 
here a few years since, and died in Edinburgh. Mr Denham, 
the ‘* walking gentleman,” was, in consequence of the selection 
of Williams, elevated to Rashleivh. The younger brother of 
Alexander, the late manager of the Glasgow theatre, W. Alex- 
ander, and Mrs Ryder (the first wife), the vocalists, performed 
Francis and Diana; Mr Power, the “* second old man,” was 
Owen ; his wife, the Landlady; and their son Joe (afterwards 
well known here), was the restorer of the Bailie’s hat and stick 
after the skrimmage ** alang the hills 7” Miss Aitkens, daughter 
of the artist of the company, and afterwards Mrs W. Macready, 
was the Martha, and Mrs Berriman tlie Jalty. 

Mr Mackay was that night very much what he is still in the 
Bailie, and the Dugald of Williams has never been equalled. 
Duil, who performed it first in Edinburgh, was a copiest, having 
been sent by Mr Murray to Dundee to see Williams, before ven- 
turing on the part. His significant ‘t Ducalt didna mak ta roads,” 
elicited shouts, which were resumed when he added, “if shen- 
tlemans wanted better roads, they should bide at Glasco’;” and 
the applause was repeated with his taking conclusion, ** —— er 
Persh” (Perth); and again, as he added, ** You didna thocht 
ta teuk ta Macgregor wisout some danger, did ye ?—Eaugh.”

The editorial notice runs thus: ‘** The popular tale of 
Rob Roy has been brought forward by Mr Ryder in our theatre 
with the happiest eflect. Although the narrative of the story 1s 
considerably shortened, to fit it for dramatic repre sentation, it, 
still pOssesst S in this shape a Cle sf imitation of the original : and 
the characters in CT ral are so well support d as to produce 
throughout the whole | ece a high ck gree of interest. Diana, 
by Mrs Ryder, and Helen Macgregor, by Mrs Macnamara, were 
both excellent. Mr Johnston, as Rob Roy (although a favourite 
actor), would have appeared to better advantage had he been 


a little more conversant with the Scottish dialect. Mr Williams 
did infinite justice to the character of Dugald. ‘To Mr Mackay, 
who certainly possesses tal nt of a ve ry superior cast, it is im- 
possible, in a short notice, to do any kind of justice. His repre- 
sentation of Bailie Jarvie is so aduurable, that the actor is com- 
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pletely lost in the Glasgow magistrate. The piece altogether 
was received with such unbounded applause, that we hope the 
manager will oratify the public with u ee hi repetition of it. ” 
The Courier ot L6th July centamed this notice by a subse riber: 
“ Having lately been in “yom sag Ll saw Rob Roy performed in 
Covent Garden, as I then thought, much better thee it was pos- 
sible for me to see it periorm da 1) where else; but having Fone 
las t nig ht to the Perth the atre. where I SuUWw this popular play 
acted for the ninth time to a very crowded audience, I was gra- 
ed indeed. MrJohnston as Rob Roy, Mackay as Bailie, and 
Williams as Dugald performed the irre spective parts much bet-

: mn.” Mr Mackay played the part upwar of one hundred

The Lord Chamberlain has positively interdicted the performances 
of Ballets d’ Action, whether serious or comic, at “ Saloons and Con- 
cert Rooms, in Hotels and Taverns,” although licensed by the Magis- 
trates under the 25th of George II. for “ Music and Dancing,” but not 
licensed under his authority. Mr Preece, the spirited proprietor of 
the “ Surrey Musie Hall,” (formerly the “Grapes Tavern”) Great 
Suffolk Street, Borough, adjoining the Queen’s Bench, has received a 
prohibitory notice from the Lord Chamberlain’s office to that effect; 
and consequently having engaged a very clever corps de Ballet, with 
the Lauri family of dancers, to appear in a new and original Terp- 
sichorean entertainment, he sustained a very severe loss, although for 
years previously he had been im the habit of occassionally varying his 
entertainments by the intreduction of ballets, pantomimiec sketches, &c. 
At the last October (Annual) Meeting of the Middlesex Magistrates, 
held at Hick’s Hall, Clerkenwell Green, for the purpose of granting 
“ Music and Dancing” licenses, under the above Act of Parliament, 
the Justices dispensed with a bountiful hand the protections sought 
for; consequently, it may be expected this summer that a number of 
places of public amusement will be opened, al jre sco, after the style of 
Vauxhall and Cremorne Gardens. ‘The fortunate possessors of these 
“ Music and Dancing ” licenses, conceived that Ballets were nothing 
more than music and dancing—mere pantomimic action or “ dumb 
show,’ as they expressed it, as no dialogue was spoken; consequently, 
many of them produced, at great expense, entertainments of this de- 
seription. They, of course, were not aware that the Lord Chamber- 
iain had authority over every species of entertainment upon a raised 
platform, stage, or erection of any des ription, where the adventitious 
aid of music, scenery, costumes, properties, gas-light, &e., are em- 
ployed. This opinion has frequently been given on cases submitted 
to the Law-Officers of the Crown, and other eminent legal authorities, 
and confirmed in Courts of Law. The license granted by the Magis- 
trates for Music and Dancing, under the 25th of George LL., is intend- 
ed to apply to balls only, in rooms on a level surface, and not on a 
stage, or any other erection. 

On Friday the 14th inst., at the Auction Mart, Mr Edmund Robins, 
the auctioneer, offered to public competition a Renter’s Share in 
Covent Garden Theatre, now producing an mcome of L.12, 10s. a-year, 
held for an unexpired term of about forty-two years. The holder is 
entitled to a free admission, transferable each season, to all perform- 
ances; originally cost L.500, knocked down at 200 guineas. A Ren- 


ter’s Share in the Theatre Royal, Drury Lane, paying a dividend of 


ls. 3d. each night of performance, with a free admission upon all oc- 
casions, transferable annually, held for a period of about forty-two 
years, originally cost L.2 vy, knocked down at lorty rull eas, A simi- 
lur share sold for the same amount. Five Proprietors’ Shares of L.100 
each, paid in full, in the Theatre Royal, Drury Lane, paying no divi- 
dend: the holder is entitled to be nominated for the General Com- 
mittee; sold for six guineas, the lot of five shares. Fifteen other 
shares sold at the same price. 
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
